A jury in Cireuit Court last 
Wednesday awarded a verdict for 
$500.00 to Otis Flowers in his suit 
for damages against the Collins 
Baking Company and Louie Man- 
ning.

Cases on the criminal trial dock- 
et are being called for trial this 
week, Only one was tried by jury 
Monday, that being the case 
against Cleveland Stevens, charg- 
ed with assault to murder, which 
resulted in a verdict of not guilty. 

The case against George Henry 
Broxton, charged with manslaugh- 
ter, was the only one tried Tues- 
day and consumed practically all 
the day. The jury rendered a ver- 
dict assessing a fine of $50.00 and 
60 days in jail against the de- 
fendant. This case grew out of 
an automobile accident several 
months ago when Mr, Dump Wal- 


den, well known citizen of the} 


county, was fatally injured. 
At noon Wednesday the court 
was engaged in the trial of Dan 


Cooper, charged with rape, It was} 


stated that the case was about 
half finished at the noon recess. 
Several other cases on the docket 
are ready for trial and the court 
will perhaps continue through 
Thursday.

AND $25,000,000 IN DAMAGES 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 5. 
Floods, already charged with more 
than 500 deaths and upwards of 
$25,000,000 damage in Western 
States and in Mexico, rolled relent- 


of Kansas, Missouri and California, 


The raging waters spread de- | 


struction and threatened further 
loss of life over a widening area. 

The big Missouri hit new crests. 
Tt passed its 1927 level. It prom- 
ised to equal the disastrous pro- 
portions of the flood of 1903. 

The smaller Kaw, carrying the 
tide which swept southward out of 
Nebraska by way of the Republi- 
can River, raced eastward toward 
Kansas City—and confluence with 
the swelling Missouri, 

Army engineers and city officials 
feared the full crest of the Kaw, 
roaring into the Missouri, would 
bring flood conditions at Kansas 
City similar to 1908, Industrial 
sections were inundated then with 
heavy losses. 

The threatened portions of Kan- 
sas City include the stockyards 
and buildings, numerous industrial 
plants, and the Kansas City Live- 
stock Exchange. 

National guardsmen, regular ar- 
my men, and police rushed ahead 
of the surging crest in Missouri 
and Kansas. They helped farmers 
and townspeople in the lowlands 
to higher ground.

LEVEE WORK RESUMED—A 
dozen trucks started Saturday 
morning hauling clay from the 
Brunson hill east of the river to 
complete the stretch of levee from 
Beaver Dam Creek to a point near 
the county jail. The Morris Con- 
struction Company power shovel is 
being used to excavate the clay 
and load it on the trucks, which 
is a great relief to the truck own- 
ers, who were always fearful that 
their trucks would be crushed 
when the ponderous dragline dip- 
per was being used, : The gate 
through the levee leading to the 
Smith Avenue bridge is nearing 
completion, also the concrete pav- 
ing on the approaches on both 
sides of the levee at that point. It 
is stated that the creek side of the 
levee along White Water Creek 
will be concreted for a distance of 
some 500 feet, which will strength- 
en the levee at a point where the 
current is dangerous in time of 
high water. With the completion 
of work now under way, practical- 
ly all hazard of flood waters send- 
ing strong currents into Elba will 
have been removed. Any ordinary 
overflows such as used to put two 
or three feet of water on the pub- 
lic square will be effectually kept 
out. Even in case of another such 
flood as the one of 1929, it is said 
by competent engineers that Elba 
would only have backwater to con- 
tend with. Another great com- 
fort to our people is the knowledge 
that we now have a wonderful new 
bridge across Pea River that will 
enable all of us to get out to high- 
er ground in any emergency. Un- 
der no circumstances will the peo- 
ple of Elba be hemmed in by flood 
waters again as they were in 
March, 1929, :

U.S. BUREAU OPENS OFFICE 
POR WAR ON SCREWWORMS 


MONTGOMERY, June 4,—The 
United States Bureau of Entomol 
ogy and Plant Quarantine has ca 
tublished headquarters in the De- 
partment of Agriculture Building 
ou Dexter Avenue, and in coopera 
tion with State agencies will 
launch immediately in 84 South 
Alubama counties an educational 
campaign against the screwworm, | 
the live stock pest that already | 
this season has been found in many | 
of these counties, ; 

T, EF. McGehee, of the Bureau ot 
Entomology and Plant Qiiarantine, | 
has been placed in charge of the! 
work in Alabama. He will be as-| 
sisted by Dr. W. BE. White, former | 
chief veterinarian of Georgia, They 
will have a staff composed of three 
district supervisors and 25 county 
Supervisors, All these staff mem-| 
bers have been selected, and their} 
names will be announced within 
the next few days, 

Mr. McGehee said yesterday he} 
had issued a call for a three-day 
conference of all the supervisors, 
which would be held here Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday of this 
week. During the meeting, which 
will convene at the Gay-Teague! 
Hotel Thursday morning, the su- 
pervisors will be given instructions 
for conducting the educational 
campaign, and in giving demon- 
strations in treating animals in- 
fected with screwworms. | 

Early next week, the supervisors | 


| will begin their real work of tell-| 


ing farmers and live stock produc- | 
ers how to control the screwworm. 
Meetings will be called to give far- 
mers the latest facts concerning 
the pest and how to control it, and 


; the most effective method of con- 


trol will be demonstrated, | 

Hxplaining that Congress had} 
made available $480,000 for screw-| 
worm control work in the South-| 
ern States, Mr. McGehee said: 
“The primary purpose of this ap- 
propriation is to enable the Bureau 
of Hntomology and Plant Quaran-| 
tine to cooperate with Stute and; 
local agencies to prevent or reduce 
losses resulting’ from infestations 
of screwworms among live stock 
in the newly-invaded areas of the} 
Southeastern States and to reduce, | 
as far as possible, the danger of 


It 
has not yet been made known how 
much of the money made avail-| 
able for the campaign will be used | 
in Alabama. 

Mr. McGehee announced the 
naming of an Alabama commit- 
tee, to work with the Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine 
in the screwworm control work 
This committee is composed of the 
following: Dean M. J. Funchess, 
director of the Alabama Experi- 
ment Station; Commissioner of 
Agriculture R. J. Goode, Prof. J. 
M. Robinson, entomologist of the} 
State Experiment Station; Dr. I.) 
S. McAdory, acting State veteri-| 
narian, and Dr. R. S. Sugg, exten- | 
sion live stock specialist. 

In accordance with the bureau’s 
plans and program, the State 
committee will organize the agen- 
cies with the State, and be respon- 
sible for the State’s cooperation.

Up’’ Program 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The 
possibility of # new “plow-under"” 
program in the cotton belt loomed 
Monday as Senator Bankhead (D., 
Ala.) declared the “Supreme 
Court's NRA decision will not pre- 
vent the administration from pro- 
tecting the purchasing power of 
the cotton producers.” 

The administration, the Ala- 
bamian said in & formal statement, 
“has abundantly manifested a de- 
sire to retain the gains that have 
been made by the cotton grow- 
ers,” he added: 

“It has two methods of pro- 
tecting them on this year's crop. 

“One method Is by a 12-cent 
loan, and the other method is by 
going back to the farmers, if it 
later appears to be necessary to 
do so, and rent additional acre- 
age planted to cotton and avoid 
the harvesting of the rented acre- 
age. 

“There is no doubt about the 
farmers complying with any pro- 
gram of that sort which may be 
presented to them by the admin- 
istration.” 

Bankhead held as “without foun- 
dation in law or fact the widely 
published suggestion that the le- 
galily of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act may prevent a cofton 
loan this year." Observing “a 
satisfactory price would seem evi- 
dent even without a 12-cent loan,” 
the senator indicated retirements 


j}of growfng cotton would be re- 
| sorted to only in event of a larger 


crop than now anticipated. 

The Alabamian explained a cot- 
ton loan is not made by the AAA, 
but by the RFC through its sub- 
sidiary, the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, and no question ever 
has been raised on the constitu- 
tionality of the RFC, 

“There is no reason for any 
alarm about the NRA decision af- 
fecting in any way the size of this 
year’s crop,” said Bankhead. Re- 
calling the acreage production pro- 
gram for this year was worked 
out under instructions of President 
Roosevelt to reduce the cotton car- 
ryever by one million bales, he 
stated “if it develops later that 
weather conditions indicate a larg- 
er crop on the reduced acreage 
than the department had estimat- 
ed it will probably yield, the de- 
partment has the power to go back 
to the farmers under the voluntary 
plan and bring about a reduction 
to fit the president’s crop produc- 
tion formula for this year.” 

Turning again to the Supreme 
Court decision, Bankhead saij: 

“The constitutionality of the pro- 
cessing act will probably not be 
passed on by the Supreme Court 
for a year.” 

As to the Bankhead baleare al- 
lotment act, the senator said if it 
should be declared invalid “it would 
not increase the visible supply of 
cotton from this year’s crop & 
single bale,” since it had already 
served its purpose in limiting 
planting acreage. 

Bankhead concluded: ‘There is 
no real reason for a panicky feel- 
ing about the cotton situation.”
